Even if cloture had been invoked, 


the senators would have used 
up 


their allotted time in speaking against 
tho measure. It is probable that a 
strong fight will be made to amend the 
bill in such fashion that the confer- 
ence committee will have to take con- 
siderable time to work out,the differ- 
ences of opinion and then the filibust- 
ering against passage of the confer- 
ence report may develop anew. 


Altogether it is a spectacular situa- 


.tion because the sponsors of import- 
ant legislation are using the cloture 
rule more effectively than Vice Presi- 
dent Dawes ever dreamed of. Then the 
congress has yet to receive the mes- 
sage from President Coolidge vetoing 
tho McNary-Haugen bill. Efforts to 
pass the bill over a veto may lead to 
lengthy debate. There are not enough 
votes to override the veto at this ses- 
sion of congress.

Manned mostly by sturdy Scanda- 


vian seamen, the halibut boats are 
well accustomed to the gales which 
often lash the jagged Alaskan coast 
but seldom have they seen a storm 
such as tossed them helplessly about 
the sea today. 


WINTER IN* SEATTLE 


Most of tho stocky little 
vessels 


winter in.Seattle and Ketchikan dur- 
ing the annual closed,season, 
from 


Nov. 16 to Feb. 16. Throughout the 
other nine months of the year 
the 


crews are at work 16 hours a day, 
braving the severest of weather. 


A majority of the boats sell their 


catch in Alaska towns from 
-where 


the fish' is shipped in cold storage to 
the states. 
But some journey to 


Seattle, where prices are higher. The 
halibut vessels arc powered by gaso 
line or semi-Diesel engines and are 
from 20 to 120 feet long. The average 
crew- is about four, although some 
vessels carry as many as 20 fisher- 
men. None of the craft, so far as is 
known here, is equipped with a radio 
transmitter.

000: in 1914 it amounted to $240.000,- 
000. 
.The per capita highway expen- 


ditures in 1904 were 97 cents, and in 
1925 
they represented an outlay of 


about $11.50 for every man. woman. 
and child. 
"These expenditures are distributed 


over a system of 2.001 .625 miles of 
rural highways of all types and de- 
scriptions in the United 
States— a 


transportation 
system 12 times as 


large as the total railroad mileage of 
the country. 
If SO feet is assumed 


as the average width of' the highway 
right-of-way, these 3,000.000 miles of 
highway represent an area of approx- 
imately 28,000 square miles which is 
equivalent to about half the area of 
the state of Wisconsin or the area of 
the three states of New Hampshire.

"At the end of 1925 the total surfac- 


ad rural highway mileage amounted to 
521,915 miles, which was 17.4 per cent 
of the total mileage: in 1914 the sur- 
faced" mileage constituted but 10 per 
cent of the total.

The Knicker- 
bocker Whist Club uses tlu presents 
Bridge values of 6, 7, 8, 9, 10 for the 
various suits and retains the Bridge 
30 for the~game. There is no differ- 
ence between the two counts as to 
the number of 
tricks 
required 
to 


make game in any suit, 
but 
the 


Racquet Club count runs to- higher 
figures. 


There is no difference between the 


two codes in theTionor values, the al- 
lowance for winning games and rub- 
bers, the allowance for slams bid ana 
made, tho bonuses allowed for mak- 
ing contract when doubled, or for 
making extra tricks doubled or un- 
doubted. There is a slight difference 
in the penalty for a defcateU contract 
when doubled. The 
Racquet 
Club 


count allows when invulnerable, 100 
per trick for the first four tricks, 200 
for the fifth trick, and 400 for each 
subsequent trick; if vulnerable these 
penalties are/doubled. The 
Knicker- 


bocker" count allows when invulner- 
able, 100 per trick for the first three 
tricks, 200 for the fourth and 400 for 
each subsequent trick; if vulnerable 
these penalties are doubled. The dif- 
ference is that the Knickerbocker 
reaches its Severe penalty one trick 
sooner. 


For Revoke^- Penalties, both counts 


allow two tricks for the first revoke 
and 100 points in the honor column 
for each subsequent 
revoke in the 


same suit; but the Racquet Club 
count provides that if a subsequent 


revoke be in another^ suit, it shall 
count two tricks, while for any re- 
voke after the first, the Knickerbock- 
er count allows 100 points. 


The Racquet Club makes the vul- 


nerable feature obligatory, the Knick- 
erbocker makes its use optional. 


An often asked question is: what 


changes should a player make a bid- 
ding when switching from Bridge to 
Contract? A successful Contract play* 
er must understand Bridge bidding 
thoroughly: the Bridge bids now are 
and probably always will be the basis 
of .Contract bids; but what differences 
should be made for Contract cannot 
yet be fully and accurately stated. 
Contract has not been played in this 
country sufficiently 'to permit an -ex- 
pert determination upon any conven- 
tional bidding system.

In its placs a number of 
different holdings, which would be 
one-bids at Bridge, will be started with 
t\\o. 
There probably will_b& many 


hands which will qualify for an orig- 
inal two Xo Trumps, although but few 
bridge Auctions are opened tliat way. 
What, strength should be required to 
raise an original bid made by part- 
ner from one to two, or from one to 
three or more: or to raise an original 
bid of two or three, are" matters still 
undetermined; but in a short time ex- 
pert opinion doubtless will begin to

. "What Is wrong in China? The dra- 
«on and the wall rule and prevail. 
That is tho British viewpoint. The 
American point of view is somewhat 
different. 
Briton being in the front 


line is getting the brunt of the at- 
tacK.' We have praised the Chinese; 
we have seen their admirable qual- 
ities. 
The English have evinced a 


"superiority complex" largely because 
of their keen analysis of Chinese char- 
acter. It is my purjwse to give the 
British" view. Possibly it ought not 
to be told. If my work wfts a mis- 
sionary, it would mean my dismissal. 
A British attache made reports of 
what he actually found in China but 
said he could not send it home; it 
meant loosing his job and would up- 
set diplomatic relations. Most of the 
Britisher.v.here are "die-hards." They 
say however as Cleveland once said: 
"We are confronting an actual fact 
and not a theory. 
After traveling 


two thousand miles in the interior of 
China, as -it were, some of my views 
of China have changed though we 
do not share all the English say of 
China. However ''they should be told 
for we do not get that side at home. 
, The' dragon .reigns: the wall pre- 
•vails. The dragon is on goods, on 
door 'knobs on watch fobs, on flags 
and "we saw va horrible one on the 
catafalque, yesterday hauled by forty 
men. The head was life sued. wag- 
Sing his tongue and roll'ing his eyes. 
Kven the dead man was presided over 
by. him. The' dragon represents ay 
arice. tradition, ignorance, fear, super- 
stition, filth and terror.

'is, Chinese pacifism, docility, safety, 
lack of initiative supreme ease, lazi- 
ness, cramped ethics, and narrowness 
of vision. Walls, walls, walls—every- 
wjiere wherever .you go. around all 
homes there are high walls, the big 
Chinese Wall built by the Ch'in dy- 
nastry 255-206 B. C. still in fair state 
of preservatio'n.

China is but a. child after all the 


four mclleniums of culture* such as 11 
is.' As a child it ought to be spankee 
w'h'eri- naughty, foolish, xmintelligent 
and willful. Fu Hsi Shen Hung was 
tKe first Chinese emperor, who ruled 
as tradition has it 2000 B. C. He 
was the first one to introduce agricul- 
.ture and Hunag Ti invented the wheel 
"so the legends say which surely was 
an astonishinsr contribution.

through the whole history of all her 
dynasties, so we are told, and you

gap in, social relationships that all 
men are brothers in a. cooperative 
plan to bring in thcjungdom of right- 
eousness.

In China the family has been the 


center for melleniums. 
It is true 


they have kept the fifth command- 
ment of honoring father and mother 
and(this being the only commandment 
with1 promise, has insured long life. 
And even that has the wall idea of 
selfishness. 
The Chinese will never 


cheat his km but beyond that fence 
he will cheat and ^rob at times and 
abrolutely refuses to do anything for 
his neighbor, only tossing a com to 
a beggar because he feel's in the final 
reckoning he will get added ic\\ard. 
another symptom of selushness. The 
stories that are coming in to Shang- 
hai from the refugees prove this all 
along.

THE FARM BILL VETO 


Whatever may be the political conse- 


quences, President Coolidge's veto of the j 
McNary-Haugen farm relief bill is a com- 
mendable display of executive integrity 
and independence. The reasons Mr. Coo- 
lidge assigns for his disapproval of the 
measure are a full justification of his ac- 
tion. It is not for us to say whether his 
reasoning and conclusions are correct, 
but we would venture an 
opinion 


that in the main they are. Certainly he 
presents an exceedingly strong case 
against this intricate and extraordinary 
scheme to legislate prosperity for certain 
groups of farmers. His argument that the 
plan is unworlcable is persuasive. His con- 
tention that it involves the government 
directly in price fixing is a simple state- 
ment of fact. He believes that to under- 
take such a thing is to "fly in the face of 
an economic law as well established as 
any law of nature," and that "to expect 
to increase prices and then to maintain 
them'on a higher-level by means of a plan 
which must of necessity increase produc- 
tion while decreasing consumption." is an 
impossibility. He also holds, on the au- 
thority of the attorney general, that the 
act is unconstitutional because the fixing 
of prices has never been found by the 
courts to be within the power of the fed- 
eral government, and because it compels 
citizens to contribute to the'equalization 
fee .from which they ma}- or may not prof- 
it^ amounting to the taking of property 
without due process of law. 


Nor are these all of the president's ob- 


jections. He makes a telling point on the 
bill's limited application to cotton, corn, 
wheat, rice, hogs and tobacco, declaring 
this to be both price fixing discrimination 


. and an economic fallacy. 
He wants to 


know why, if this is a truly farm relief 
measure, it leaves out dairy products, 
beef cattle, sheep, poultry products, po- 


, tatoes, hay, fruits, vegetables, oats, bar- 


ley, rye, flax and other principal agricul- 
tural products. He points out that produc- 
ers of all products except the six speci- 
fied in the measure will be taxed by in- 
creased living costs without deriving any 
benefits from it, and that it is therefore a 
penalty on diversified farming. His ob- 
jections to the administrative features of 
the scheme are strongly put, but his main 
objections to it are fundamental. 


We think that a sober analysis of the 


president's veto message by farmers at 
large would convince them, unless they 
happen to be growers of the six products 
specified in the bill, that the president is 
right, and that it would be of no benefit 
to agriculture as a whole since it is a 
flagrant example of class legislation. We 
also believe they would be convinced that 
the plan is economically unsound and 
practically unworkable. Consumers, as a 
whole, must we think reach the same con- 
clusion. 


The veto will arouse formidable po- 


litical opposition in the west. It will be 
centralized in the wheat and corn belts. 
It will probably result in the candidacy 
of Mr. Lowden for the presidency. 
Whether Mr. Coolidge will lose n»rc 
votes than he will gain by his action, no 
one can say. We'are not so sure his course 
will be nationally unpopular. It is con- 
ceivable that it may strengthen rather 
than weaken his position with the people. 
The president is at any rate to be praised 
for holding to principle and refusing^ to 
compromise his convictions as to what is 
right and for the best interests of the' 
country for political gain. 
f Undoubtedly this measure was passed 
, chiefly for political effect. We doubt if 
one member out of a dozen who voted 
'for it, either in the house or senate, has 
.thought the questions it involves through 
[to intelligent and honest conclusions. 
"'Most of them voted for it because they 
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to engage in spurious undertakings, and 
to be misled by hocus-pocus proposals 
of politicians. We arc apt to seize a great- 
er evil to cure a lesser one. The McXary- 
Haugen bill may. and. we think it prob- 
ably does, belong to this class, but. the 
country would survive the experiment, 
no matter the result, and might be better 
satisfied to have made it. 


Nevertheless, there was but one course 


for President Coolidge to pursue and be 
honest with himself, holding the views he 
does, and that was to veto the bill.

A BOISTEROUS PLAYMATE 


THE TREATMENT OF RUNNING EAR 


The other day we left the doctor examining a 


youth's 
running ear and considering: what to tlo 


about it. The ear had been running quite regularly 
for four years, since an attack of scarlet fever. The 
lad had faithfully tried out the sovereign remedy of 
numerous kind neichbors. "outgrowing' it." but it 
was no zood. He had grown fast enoush yet he 
just couldn't outrun the ear. He had also KOI by 
two or three old time doctors who had suggested 
thnr it misrht ho just r-.s well not to meddle with " 
such a thinsr. Some of the olddoctors are so nice 
and tactful that they can stretch a point any tune 
in order to defer to the fixed concepts of the laity. 


The doctor recorded the degrees of deafness •" 


the afftectcd car. the granulation tissue or polyps* 
he found in the middle ear cavity, the extent of 
caries or decay of the bones inside the drum, the 
state of the perforation in the drum, and the ex- 
tent to which the mastoid cells "behind the car were 
already involved in suppuration or purulent inflam- 
mation. 


In the majority of cases of running- car v.-hen the 


discharge is very profuse the mastoid cells are in- 
fected. 


"When an car has been running: a year or more it 


is time to think of surgical intervention. 


"\Vell, let that idea simmer. The doctor does not 


wish to alarm the patient needlessly, nor does he i 
ivant to let the patient drift along to a. serious or' 
perhaps fatal mastoiditis or meningitis, complica- 
tions ^hidi sooner or later happen in. enough cases 
or chronic ear to command consideration in every 
case. 


The doctor m this case gives the ear cavity a 


:horough irrigation. 
He investigates the state ot' 


the rear nasal passage and the Euastaehian tube, 
he natural ventilating and drainage chamber of the 
ear cavity. He instructs the patient to save the cot- 
ton and keep no plugs in the ear canal: if the dis- 
charge is so profuse as to require a dressing to ab- 
sorb it, insert nothing in the canal but keep a loose 
bit of absorbent cotton in the outer pocket of the 
| car antl change it frequently, in order not to intcr- 


!erc with the ventilation through 
the 
outer 
car 


canal. Plugging a running ear is one good way to 
keep it running. Probably a good many cases of 
jhronic running car would spontaneously clear up 
f 
the 
victim, did not keep the car so carefully 


plugged, mamly because they fear they may "take 
more cold" in it. 


The doctor instructed the young man to report 


for treatment three times a week. He gave him a 
solution of 10 grains of boric acid in an ounce of 
alcohol, with instructions to put several drops in the 
car three times a day. 


This -2 or S per cent, alcoholic solution of boric 


acid has earned some little reputation as a remedy 
for chronic running- ear. Of course it cannot have 
much effect when there is bone necrosis, which de- 
mands radical surgical treatment, but a certain 
share of cases of chronic running ear do clear up 
after the use of the drops for a few weeks. In some 
cases the alcohol alone is sufficient, by virtue of its 
drying and antiseptic action. The addition of the 
boric acid prolongs the antiseptic effect. 


JUDGE PARKS' DECISION

Their 
conception of the illegality of this proced- 
ure was based on common sense rather 
than on the law, and it is interesting to 
note that in this instance the rule of com- 
mon sense also is the rule of law.

Mr. Bab&on continues his comments 
on the ten leading groups of business- 
This week he discusses banking. lie 
shows importance of banks,> but ques- 
tions whether banking offers as good 
an opportunity for a youth with cap- 
ital as some other lines. 
His com- 


plete statement is as follows. 


CAPITAL. NOT NEEDED 
Strange to say th"re arc better op- 


portunities m '-ankingr for poor boys 
than for rich boys. Unlike merchan- 
dising and 
manufacturing, banking ^e ajjectecj 


does not require much capital. 
The 


stock of a bank is usually held by a 
large number of people in the com- 
munity where the bank 
is located. 


This seems to be necessary in order 
to create confidence and interest in 
the bank. Such other capital as the 
bank lequiret. is supplied, directly or 
indirectly, by the depositors. Where a 
majority of the stock of a. Lank, is 
owned by one man it is not as likely 
—as a rule—to 
command the con- 


fidence of the people. It is confidence, 
integrity, and judgment that a bank- 
er needs m order to succeed. 
This 


means that the young man with cap- 
ital who is seeking a business can of- 
ten do better by entering some other 
line which requires capital. 


Banking, however, offers a fine op- 


portunity for >oung men of integrity, 
judgment, and energy vyho have not 
capital. "Banks want deposits and the 
young men who has the energy and 
ability to get deposits is the young 
man who gradually climbs up in a 
bank from office boy to president. To 
succeed in banking a young man must 
combine the qualities of absolute in- 
tegrity with those which make him 
a good mixer- Usually the two groups 
of qualities do not go together. 


The good mixer or popular young 


man.usually is not very reliable and 
does not command confidence Like tl»j 
serious young man of good judgment 
usually is not a good mixci. Being 
so engrossed in his work ho does not 
take time to make friends and be so- 
ciable. As a result, most young men 
entering banking always remain clerks. 
Either they are popular and lack the 
confidence of the bank officials, or arc 
hard working grinds without much 
of 
an acquaintance. However 
the 


young man who has the absolute con- 
fidence of the officials and also has a 
host of friends whom he can bring 
into the 
bank as depositors forges 


ahead very rapidly. 


CITY VS COUNTRY BANKS 
It is very debatable whether a large 


city bank or a small country bank 
offers tho greatest oppoitunity eith- 
er for young men or investors. Of 
course the biggest prizes are in the 
large city banks; but the competition 
for these prises is very great. Many 
prefer "to be a big toad in a small 
puddle rather than a small toad in a 
big puddle. My own obsevation sug- 
gests that the"best opportunities for 
employment and investment are in a 
medium sized city—40.000' to 100,000 
population. 


Working in a small country bank is 


excellent training—much better than 
working in a large city bank- In the 
large bank the work is mostly me- 
chanical where a young man works 
much on "Ledger E to H" with little 
chance of learning banking. 
In a 


small bank, on the other hand, he has 
a chance to learn all departments. 
Both small and medium sized 
enable young men to make valuable 
contacts. To work m a banking at- 
mosphere is also helpful. "When work- 
ing in a bank one naturally absorbs 
the principles of successful investing 
He sees men make and lose money anc 
if he is abscrving. notes how much 
money is made and lost. Such knowl- 
edge is very important both to thes'. 
employes •who have funds to invest 
and those who some day hope to. Mer 
connected with banks often have op- 
portunities 
for getting good 
mort 


gages, securing interests in syndicates 
buying bonds at a discount from the 
list prices, etc. which outsiders do not 
enjoy- 
On the other han<*. bank employes 


must be very careful never to borrow 
money to go into outside things lm 
work strictly on a. cash basis and even 
then with great discretion. A bank em- 
ploy who never does anything on the 
side has a. far better chance for promo 
tion than one who does something on 
the side and loses. In the latter case the 
directors feel that '.C tho young m.'.n 
loses when he is investing for himself 
he would also lose the bank's funos 
had h« a. hand in investing them. 


STOCKS AS INVESTMENTS 


Bvery business roan should own a 


little stock in the bank in which he 
has his commercial account. This no 
only gives him a direct interest in the 
bank, but also gives the bank a di 
rect 
interest in him. 
Such 
stock 


should of course be owned outright 
The greatest asset of a business man 
is confidence. Confidence is far more
